New member Tino Schito volunteered to run the lots and got his exercise, and 
Mike Hollingshead hammered down the lots. Thank you to our consignors, cheerers and bidders and even those mildly 
interested! 


Thank you to John Semedo and Garry George who surveyed those in attendance, and we listened to what you had to say. 
Results on the next page. 


We will have smaller individual lots consisting of 1-3 items; we will try to ensure all items are out of bags and easily viewable; 
and we will shorten our description and attempt a larger font on our auction sheet. We will also try for items that fall in club 
members majority interests. We will remain with 40 lots (Subject to sufficient material consigned) going forward. 


Lowell Wierstra is now accepting consignments for April-June 2017 meetings. We will continue our very reasonable 
consignment rates! 
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Of the folks present at our November 2016 SWCS membership meeting, 17 turned in completed / partially completed Mem- 
bers’ Auction Survey sheet, and the rest turned in blank sheets. Of the non-blank sheets, here’s the summary: 


*76% indicated the Auction is important to them, 24% not important or left the question unanswered, —therefore we will 
continue the hold auctions at our meetings 


*59% want the Auction left at 40 lots, 29% want it reduced to 30-35%, and 10% want it 20-25 — therefore we will leave it at 
40 lots 


*59% have consigned to a club Auction, 41% have not — however 71% of those said they don’t want to sell any of their col- 
lections — we welcome your consignments 


*71% knew we had low Auction consignment fees—comments “very reasonable”, 2% did not know, and 27% did not answer 
the question — we will continue our current consignment fee schedule 


Variety was a great response with lots of additional comments: 


4 people want “All of the Above” (obviously the survey should have had that option to tick off—these are included in the per- 
centages below), 1 did not fill out that section. Here’s the preferences indicated — it’s clear the club has shifted from a 
strong foreign collecting atmosphere to a stronger Canadian: 


*94% - Canadian Circulated Coins 

*75% - Canadian Bank Notes 

*63% - Canadian Charter Notes; Canadian Tokens / Medals; Canadian Certified Coins; Canadian Commemoratives; Foreign 
Circulated Coins 

*56% - Foreign Bank Notes; Canadian NLT Coins; Silver / Gold Bullion; 

*50% - Ancient Coins 

*44% - Canadian Militaria; Numismatic Supplies 

*38% - Foreign Tokens / Medals; Numismatic Club Medals, etc.; Numismatic Books / CDs / DVDs; Coin Banks 

*31% - Foreign Commemoratives; Love Tokens, Coin Jewelry 

*25% - Store Coupons / Scrip; Foreign Militaria (note this is the sheets that ticked all of the above, otherwise this would be 
0%)

The Zimmerman Bank

The Zimmerman Bank was open from October 1854 until 
1859 when it changed its name to the Bank of Clifton. The 
Zimmerman Bank was founded by its namesake Samuel 
Zimmerman, along with the Honourable John Hilyard 
Cameron, Luther H. Holton, James A. Woodruff, James 
Oswald, John L. Ranney, and Richard Woodruff. The bank 
originally started as a “free bank” and in 1855 it obtained a 
charter. When Samuel Zimmerman died in March 1857 it 
was decided that bank operations should wrap up and be 
sold. The Bank of Upper Canada took over its note redemp- 
tions in 1858 and in 1859 the Bank of Clifton was formed 
from what was left of The Zimmerman Bank. Bank notes from 
The Zimmerman Bank can be broken down into two 
categories, free bank issues and charter bank issues. 


Free Bank Notes 1854-1855: These bank notes should have 
issue dates of November 1854 or October 1st 1855. The 
dates are written as 2 Nov. 1854 and 1st Oct. 1855. One, 
three, five, ten, and twenty dollar bank notes were printed. 
Notes of the one and five dollar denomination are occasional- 
ly available, all other denominations are very rare. 
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These were printed by Toppan, Carpenter, Casilear & Co. 
Montreal. Each note should be signed by G. McMicken and 
S. Zimmerman. 


Elgin Bank Notes from 1856: Similar bank note designs 
were used for 1856 $1, $3, $5, $10, and $20 bills from 
1856. The earlier bank notes have text that reads “Secured 
By Deposit of Provincial Securities” and bank notes from 
1856 read as “Capital One Million Dollars” and Elgin is 
printed on 1856 notes. The artwork is the same but these 
bank notes should have the denomination written in big red 
or blue letters on the front and back of each note. The back 
wording could be a mirror image, so instead of saying FIVE it 
might read as EVIF (except the letters themselves would 
also be mirrored). The currency should be signed by G. 
McMicken and S. Zimmerman or J.W. Dunklee and S. 
Zimmerman. Dates could be June 7, July 7, August 7, or 
December 1. Most bank notes like this should sell for 
around $100 to $300, or more if they are especially high 
grade. Ten and twenty dollar bills are definitely rarer. 
Please contact CanadaCurrency.com if you have one of 
those.

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What’s In Your Attic Or Basement? 


Mike Hollingshead found an interesting bank when his family cleaned out his Mom’s house. The 
house was built at the start of the Depression and was heated by a Gilson coal furnace, a monster in 
the basement. Mike recalls shovelling coal into it as a youth before the family switched to a gas 
furnace in 1964. The bank Mike found, is an exact replica of the furnace as you can see from this 
‘ photo (left). This 4-7/8 inches tall aluminum advertising ‘boiler shaped’ still bank is for Gilson Magic 


This history and images are courtesy of a eBay seller selling another one of these 
banks like the one Mike found in his Mom’s house. The listing (bank photo right) 
c for May 8, 2013 had a reserve of $225 U.S. (Cdn. $305) and the seller received 
3 offers under the reserve and declined them all. 


In 1855 Theodore Gilson came to Milwaukee and soon settled in Port Washington (Wisconsin, USA). 
He founded Gilson Manufacturing. There was no mass fabrication of parts. The only real machining 
that could be found was at the gunsmith shop. If you needed any kind of shape to the metal part you 
needed, it was made from cast iron, such as cast iron pots and pans. The products that Gilson was

Now at this point John & John E. Gilson mentioned above established the JE Gilson Foundry 
and produced hand tools along with grey and ductile iron castings for industry. This business 
continued into the early 1960s until the foundry was consumed by fire one night and never 
rebuilt. By now a path of snowblowers, tractors, tillers and other implements began. 


Meanwhile somewhere around 1909 two Gilson brothers arrived from Luxembourg (Germany) 
being Philip and yet another John. They started out working for Gilson Manufacturing and 
then in 1911 moved to Fredonia (Wisconsin) and founded Gilson Brothers Manufacturing— 
they were also in the foundry business manufacturing some products such as cement mixers 
which are still made today. 
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The early years of the company also saw them produce silo fillers and other farm machinery. Around 1955 a son-in-law of 
John Gilson was controlling the company and it was under his direction the company moved toward consumer outdoor 
power equipment (tractors, snowblowers, tillers, roto-tillers), and a large factory was built in the mid-1960s in Plymouth 
(Wisconsin) which led to closing the Fredonia plant. Eventually the Gilson family was out of the picture but the brand name 
was retained. 


By the 1970s the company was producing machines with robust cast iron components and were leaders in innovation 
(such as the UniTrol 1972 Super-8 lawn tractor). Like many companies, Gilson diversified utilizing their talents and facilities 
(mini-bikes, barbeque grills, and other lines were now added). In 1988 LawnBoy acquired Gilson and in 1989 TORO 
acquired LawnBoy as a division of TORO. The Gilson cement and mortar mixers lines were sold to Cleform (Missouri) and 
later transferred to Marshalltown, and continue to be sold under the Gilson name.

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Numismatic Auction Catalogues 
An Important Research Tool 


DID YOU [DYK #085] 


KNOW ie ..... that auction sale catalogues are a valuable research tool that deserves a prominent position on your 
library shelf? 


The information that is compiled in an auction catalogue not only describes the coin, token, medal or banknote but leaves a 
distinct trail that may be traced at a future time. This is especially true for banknote collectors who are able to keep track of 
any note through the serial number and medal collectors that can trace an awarded medal. The name on the medal makes 
the item unique and easy to identify. For the token collector invaluable information is available as to the composition of 
tokens that are known in brass, copper, white metal and aluminum. In the early days of auction sale catalogues base metal 
composition was not always recorded. However, gold and silver generally was. One 
example of the importance of this information, of many | could give, is the time 
when a medal awarded to the Owen Sound Horticultural Society came to auction in 
the 1990°s through Jeffrey Hoare auctions. Because | had the original Geoffrey 
Charlton Adams catalogue of the WR McColl sale in 1904 and the medal was 
engraved | could tell that this medal originally had resided in McColl’s personal 
collection. This had added appeal for me and | successfully pursued this item for 
my collection. It rests happily there to this day! Whenever | research a token that | 
suspect may be scarce | go through the many catalogues in my library and let the 
number of appearances at auction tell me if the token may or may not be scarce or 
rare. If it appears often then it is likely easy to come by. This information is 
invaluable to me as a researcher and a collector. 


Today we are fortunate to have the internet at our fingertips but most 19* and 20th 
century auction sale catalogues are not easily found online. Today we also enjoy a 
printed prices realized list to go with our auction catalogue after completion of the 
sale. In the early days you would need to order a priced” catalogue that was 
created by the auction house employing an individual to go through each catalogue 
and write down a price beside each lot. Also, the price written in the margin was 
what each item in the lot sold for. For instance if a lot had four tokens and sold 
for .80 cents the number 20 was recorded beside the lot. 


In Canada the first numismatic auction is thought to have been held November 2nd and 3rd, 1865 and consisted of 
Ancient, Middle Age and Modern Coins and Medals in Gold, Silver and Bronze being the property of the late James Rattray. 
The auctioneer was John J. Arnton. The sale took place in Montreal. This catalogue is exceedingly scarce with only a few 
copies known to have survived. 


During the late 1800’s and into about 1920 many Canadians participated in coin auction sales held in the United States. 
Some of our most well Know numismatists bought and sold their collections through these same American auction houses. 


These are just a few examples; 
P.N. Breton - S.H. & H. Chapman (May 1901). 
Gerald Hart - Ed Frossard (Dec 1888). 
F.J. Grenny - Ed Frossard (Oct 1893). 
W.R. McColl - Geoffrey Charlton Adams (Sept & Nov 1904). 
David A. Woods - Lyman Low (Dec. 1913). 
Joseph Hooper - Ed Frossard (July & Oct 1892). S.H. & H. Chapman (Feb. 1903). 
P.O. Tremblay -S.H. & H. Chapman (December 1899). 


Canadian auction sales were not prevalent in Canada until sometime into the 1950°s when organized numismatics began 
to take root such as the Canadian Numismatic Association (CNA). James Charlton had much to do with this and ran many 
auctions on his own and in conjunction with the CNA conventions. Several others followed.

Today’s catalogues, for the most part, are of superior quality with high gloss pages and beautiful photographs of the 
numismatic pieces being offered. The price to create these catalogues is reflected in the buyer s premium being charged 
by the auction house. Some of these catalogues, both American and Canadian, are so heavy they have collapsed some 
shelves of my bookcases. This usually seems to happen at 3am and not quietly | may add. 


The catalogues of the 19t* century had, with rare exception, no photographic plates and were made of a standard paper. 
The covers were made of poor quality and are often found today missing or crumbling to the touch. The main reason for 
this is that it was the custom for collectors to remove the covers and have the catalogues bound together. This was ex- 
pected to happen. Bound editions have been found consisting of one auction company s catalogues for a particular year 
or several different auction company catalogues from the same year bound together. Numismatists kept these editions 
close at hand and would reference them constantly into the future. 


In my humble opinion auction sale catalogues, past and present, represent important value at a very minimal cost. Hunt- 
ing down some of the older catalogues featuring our forefathers collections can be as exciting as searching for that illu- 
sive coin for your collection and worth every minute.
